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Holland Asserts Military 
Operations In Java About 
Ended Now 


SEE DEFIANCE 
TO ORDER OF U. N. 
(BULLETIN) 
PARIS, Dec. 27.—(INS) 
—Holland said today its 
military operations in Java 
“have practically reached 
an end“ and Russia termed 
the Dutch statement “a bald 
refusal“ to obey the United 
Nations cease-fire order. 
The Dut ch Netherlands 
delegate Dr. J. H. Van 
Royen and Soviet represen­ 
tative Jacob Malik made 
their statements before the 
U. N. Security Council in 
Paris as it again took up the 
Indonesian situation. 
After a brief debate the council 
recessed to study the latest U. N. 
report from Indonesis which sharp* 
ly criticized Netherlands action as 
violating the truce between Hol­ 
land and the Indonesian republic. 
To Establish Government 
Dr. J. H. Van Royen of the 
Netherlands said that Dutch au­ 
thorities plan to establish as soon 
as possible an interim federal gov­ 
ernment Jor the East Indies which 
will represent all Indonesian fac- 


li°General elections will follow for 
selection of a constitutional body 
which in turn will create a sover­ 
eign United States of Indonesia. 
Van Royen said that Holland 
has released fourteen prominent 
Indonesian R epublican lead ers who 
had been arrested in Batavia. 
He promised full freedom for 
Republican leaders in future con­ 
stitutional discussions regardless 
of whether they may now be under 
arrest. 
The council ended a brief Christ­ 
mas recess to consider two wars 
that continue in defiance of its or-

Two Sailors

seamen aboard the ship now have 
been rescued. 
The remaining two men were 
taken aboard the Cutter Agassiz 
after they bobbed helplessly on 
the stern of the Ufnker which broke 
in half during a storm Sunday. 
The stern of the tanker, the El 
Capitan,” is being towed to Nor­ 
folk by another Coast Guard Cut­ 
ter. the Cherokee. 
Sixteen seamen were rescued 
from the bow section of the tanker 
last night by the Cherokee which 
then headed out to sea in an at­ 
tempt to find the other sailors. 
The severed stern was driven 
more than 30 miles out to sea from 
the scene of the accident when it 
was sighted last 60 miles off Cape

He prepared, to resume work on 
his state of the union message 
which he will deliver personally 
before a joint session of the house 
and senate Jan. 5. 
White House press secretary, 
Charles G. Ross, said the president 
would work at his “penthouse” 
suite at the Muehlerbach hotel in 
Kansas City today. 
Mr. Truman has remained in In­ 
dependence for the last three days, 
leaving his home only for walks 
and 
visits 
with 
relatives 
and 
friends. 
Besides sketching an outline of 
the state of the union message, Mr. 
Truman is expected to dispose of 
pending correspondence and get 
an up-to-date report from Wash­ 
ington on the foreign situation and 
other important developments. 
He intends to return to Washing­ 
ton Wednesday to prepare for the 
convening of the new Democratic 
congress next Monday, his budget 
message and annual economic re­ 
port may be sent to congress next 
week.

Aircraft Carrier On

side of the 14,500-ton ship were 
flooded and a motor whale boat 
was swamped and put out of serv­ 
ice.Capt. Joseph L. Kane ordered 
the ships’ speed reduced to 20 
knots from the 27-knot pace at 
which it had been booming along 
Fince it left Norfolk, Saturday on 
its mercy mission. He said he was 
“pushing the ship a little harder 
than I like." 
Rescue Efforts Hampered

Local Industrialist Dies On 
Sunday At Horn« In 
Pittsburgh 


BOARD CHAIRMAN 
OF LOCAL PLANT 


William H. Lewis, one of Amer­ 
ica’s pioneer steel men, died early 
Sunday morning in his home at 
1060 Devon road, Pittsburgh. For 
many years he was a part of the 
New Castle industrial picture, first 
in blast furnace work and later 
with the Pennsylvania Engineering 
corporation. He was chairman of 
the board of the company. 
“Billy” Lewis was one of the 
few remaining links of modern 
steel with the steel era of Andrew 
Carnegie, 
Captain 
Bill 
Charley Schwab and other giants 
of the infant days of steel. 
In 1883 Captain Jones gave 
young Billy Lewis a job as a water 
boy with Carnegie Steel company. 
Through the various phases he 
worked his way and as a young 
man was recognized as an out­ 
standing steel executive. 
Built Furnaces Here 
He buiJt and operated the fur­ 
naces here in New Castle in the 
early ’90’s. One of the boys to 
whom he gave a job here was O. 
J. H. Hartsuff, later to become 
manager of the New Castle plant 
and still later general manager 
of the 
huge Edgar Thompson 
Works in Braddock. 
In 1907 Mr. Lewis was asked by 
Jones and Laughlin to build a steel 
plant and a town on the banks of 
the Ohio river some 20 miles west 
of Pittsburgh. He did, and the 
town was known for many years 
as Woodlawn, now Aliquippa. 
He managed the steel miU in 
South Sharon, now Farrell, for

Fighting also erupted on the 
Holy Land’s long Dormant central 
front, where Iraqi forces launched 
a fierce attack on a Zionist settle­ 
mentEgyptians Make Progress 
Israeli officials declared that 
Egyptian forces were successful in 
initial stages of their new drive 
and scored “local’successes. 
The Egyptian attack was said by 
Jewish sources to have lashed out 
in several directions from Gaza, 
dislodging Israeli troops from com­ 
manding heights surrounding the 
town and penetrating deeper Into 
Israeli positions.

Red Government 


Treason Charge Is Made By Com­ 
munist-Dominated Hungary 
Government 


BUDAPEST, Dec. 17.—(INS)— 
Joseph Cardinal Mindszenty, Ro­ 
man Catholic primate of Hungary', 
was arrested by the Communist- 
dominated government today and 
charged with treason. 
Cardinal Mindszenty, an out­ 
spoken anti-Communist, was ac­ 
cused in an official communique 
of ‘espionage, treason, black-market 
currency deals,” and of ‘seeking to 
overthrow the democratic govern­ 
ment of Hungary.” 
(In Rome, Vatican sources pre­ 
dicted the Pope will excommuni­ 
cate those responsible for the arrest 
of the prelate.) 
Ironically, the 56-year-old priest 
was last arrested for seeking to 
promote democrscy by the Nazi- 
dominated Hungarian government 
of 1944. 
Arrest Forecast 
His arrest today was freely pre­ 
dicted since Matyas Rakosi, Com­ 
munist 
vice-premier, 
denounced 
‘spies, traitors, smugglers, and Fas­ 
cist in Cardinal's robes” exactly 
one month ago. 
The communique’s listing of the 
charges against the cardinal fol­ 
lowed the same order as Rakosi's, 
made in a speech denouncing the 
primate for opposing the govern­ 
ment program of nationalizing 
farms. 
The arrest climaxed a long feud 
between the Communist-led re­ 
gime and the cardinal, whose chief 
secretary, Dr. Lejos Zackar, was ar­ 
rested a month ago. and whose sec­ 
ond secretary, Father Paulus, fled 
to Vienna last week. 
Cardinal Mindszenty, a long-time 
fighter for freedom and against 
tyranny, was imprisoned in 1944 by 
Hungarian Fascist for his opposi­ 
tion to their repressive measures. 
»He was released about a year later.

fight for life. The former under­

heart attack, was found half frozen 
and near death Sunday in a field 
near his Maryland estate. 
Dr. George R. Huffman, Welles’ 
p e r s o n a l physician, announced 
shortly before 10 a. m. <EST»: 
“Mr. Welles’ condition continues 
to improve. Our main problem is

the effect of the exposure he suf­ 
fered during the hours he lay un­ 
conscious. 
His con<Ution remains 
serious, but there has been heart 
ening progress since yesterday.” 
Removed from Oxygen Tent 
The physician added that Welles 
has been removed from the oxygen 
tent in which he was placed after 
being 
rushed to a Washington 
hospital. 
The 
56-year-old 
ex - diplomat, 
stricken while out for a midnight 
walk, was discovered by a farm 
family early Sunday morning. His 
clothing sheathed in ice. he had 
lain in 15-degree cold for nearly 
seven hours. 
Mrs. Welles is keeping vigil at 
her husband's bedside. 
The doctor said that Welles’ 
hands and feet are badly frozen 
and it will take two to four days to 
determine whether amputations of 
toes or fingers will be necessary. 
He added in a late night bulletin: 
"Mr. Welles is recovering well 
from shock and his heart action is 
satisfactory, but he is in serious 
condition. 
There are superficial 
scratches on his face and hands, 
but no evidence of foul play.” 
Welles, who helped the late 
President Roosevelt prepare the 
original draft of.the Atlantic Char­ 
ter, was last seen Christmas night 
shortly after 11 p. m., EST, by his 
valet, Gustaf Van Hamme. 
Working on Papers 
Van Hamme said his employer 
at that time was working on soma 
papers in the downstairs study of 
his large Maryland home — Oxon 
Hill Manor. Welles told the Valet 
he would not need him again that 
night. 
Although it was bitter cold, the 
former under-secretary then ap­ 
parently decided to take his usual 
nocturnal walk. Van Hamme said 
he noticed some time after mid­ 
night that the gate leading to the 
estate’s gardens was open. 
Dr. Huffman said Welles had 
suffered" for years from insomnia, 
and took walks to help him get 
sleep. 
A member of the Welles house­ 
hold said he had been especially 
worried recently because of the 
death of Laurence Duggan, 
his 
former Criend and’ aide in the 
State Department who leaped or 
fell to his death from a 16th floor 
window in New York a week ago.

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QUENTIN ROOSEVELT 
Another fighting Roosevelt is dead. Qnentin Roose­ 
velt, 28, grandson of President Theodore Roosevelt, son of 
Theodore Roosevelt Jr., nephew and brother of other 
fighting men of the name, has been killed in the crash 
of a Chinese airliner near Hong Kong. He was vice presi­ 
dent of the airline company. 
Qnentin was born to a tradition. It was the family 
tradition of public service. Foil of gusto and vigor, the 
men of this Oyster Bay tribe have plunged into work for 
their country when ealled upon to do so. But they have 
seemed even happier when going into battle under their 
flag. 
Thus Theodors Sr., who was a rip-snorting rancher 
and frontiersman in the Dakota badlands at 22, resigned 
as assistant secretary of the Navy in 1898 to organize the 
Rough Riders. Who can forget the picture of that middle- 
aged D-Artagnan, with rakish hat and mystachios, lead­ 
ing a splendidly debonair charge up San Juan Hillf 
Theodore Jr., with his father's wide mouth and ar­ 
ray of big teeth, served in the Navy Department and was 
governor of Puerto Rico and the Philippines. In the first 
World War he fought in France, and he went hack as a 
brigadier in the second one. He died there. His brother 
Quentin died in aerial combat in 1918. Another brother, 
Hermit, died in service in Alaska. 
And now the young Quentin is dead in a far-off spot 
In Asia, where he had gone as an exploring naturalist be­ 
fore the last war—even as his father had sought the giant 
panda'there. Quenten's war record was in keeping with 
the family tradition, too. He won the Croix de Guerre, 
the Purple Heart and the Silver Star in the African cam- 
ign of 1943. It is a tradition Americans can be proud of.

But It seemed clear that the 
Dutch are counting on the swift 
passage of time to consolidate their 
grip on Java and Sumatra, elim­ 
inating influence of the Republi­ 
can government which they accuse 
of permitting communist Infiltra­ 
tion and terrorism.

Have Thrown Their Dice 
But the Dutch have thrown their 
dice. Traditionally stubborn by na­ 
ture. they are believed unlikely to 
back down now, particularly as 
they seem to be within a few hours 
of virtually complete victory. 
Their leaders have made it clear 
that they are willing to wait years 
if necessary for vindication In the 
eyes of the world. 
To put it simply, Holland is will­ 
ing to grant independence to the 
Netherlands East Indies provided 
that Dutch sovereignty Is respected 
and the fruits of many years’ labor 
are not dissipated by irresponsible 
elements. 
Holland has known much glory 
but it has had an equal share of 
adversity. 
Her colonial posses­ 
sions were won by force—as were 
those of Great Britain and Prance 
—and there was a time when the 
Dutch navy and merchant marine 
were composed of nothing but pi­ 
rate ships. 
They were manned by ruthless 
sailors who called themselves "sea 
beggars". 
The most daring and 
powerful of them penetrated fa the 
East Indies and the West Indies, 
scooping up vast hordes of wealth 
In rubber, spices, copra and the 
like, and in later years the black 
gold of petroleum.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 17. 
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Changing the nature of the Mar­ 
shall Plan does not require new 
legislation. The law, as written, 
left an astonishing amount of de­ 
cision in the hands of the admin­ 
istrator. When Senator Vanden- 
berg insisted on the appointment 
of Paul G. Hoffmas, a Republican 
industrialist, the Plan seemed cer­ 
tain to favor American business 
interests. In fact, the Plan was 
sold to the With Congress in that 
basis. But Vandenberg Is no longer 
in a position to command. With 
Mr. Truman re-elected and the 
Republican majorities swept away, 
Administrator Hoffman is subject 
to direct White House influence. 
Whether he stays at the post or 
resigns it soon, the Plan is much 
more responsive to Labor pressure 
and bureaucratic control than was 
imaginable at the time of its enact­ 
ment. An examination of the sec­ 
tion entitled “Protection of Do­ 
mestic 
Economy” 
(Section 
112) 
shows how loosely the law was 
written and how easily it can be 
re-interpreted without being re­ 
written. Paragraph <b) instructs 
the administrator to procure off­ 
shore oil "to the maximum extent 
practicable.” Paragraph (d) tells 
the administrator to buy up Amer­ 
ican surplus commodities “insofar 
as practicable." Paragraph (e> also 
deals with the procurement of sur­ 
plus commodities “to the maxi­ 
mum extent practible." Paragraph 
(h) instructs the administrator to 
utilize private channels of trade 
"to the maximum extent consistent 
with.. the purposes” of the Mar­ 
shall Plan. It is easy to eee how 
a new administrator or a dif­ 
ferently-influenced 
administrator 
could change the whole nature of 
the Marshall Plan by his judgment 
of what Is "practicable."

In Costa Rica 
SAN JOSE, Costa Rica, Dec. 27. 
—(INS)—Costa Rica announced to­ 
day that 10 government soldiers 
were wounded and 57 were miss­ 
ing—some of whom are presumed 
dead—as the result of a new inva­ 
sion by rebels from Nicaragua.

NEW YORK. Dec. 27.—(INS)— 
The American S t e e l Indurtry 
smashed all existing peacetime pro­ 
duction records in 1948 with an 
output of more than 88 million 
tons. 
This was disclosed today by the 
American Iron and Steel Institute 
which asserted this year’s produc­ 
tion might have been the greatert 
in history of the industry had not 
the coal strike last April inter­ 
rupted operations. 
A spokesman for the institute 
said that the war years of 1943 and 
1944 only exceeded the 1948 pro­ 
duction. The 1943 output totaled 
88.836.512 while the 1944 figure 
stood at 89,641,600. 
Basis for the tremendous 1948 
production was attributed to co­ 
operation between management 
and CIO-United Steel Workers and 
the cast expansion program under­ 
taken by the industry soon after 
V-J day. 
In 1947 Philip Murray, president 
of the Steel Workers Union, nego­ 
tiated a two-year contract with the 
industry containing a non-strike 
clause. 
The steel industry’s outlay for 
new and modern equipment since 
the end of the war in the Far East 
to December 1948 totaled $1,400,- 
000,000. The program is expected 
to be completed early next year. 
During the first nine months of 
were exported, a decline of 31 per 
the year only 3,377,846 tons of steel 
cent over 1947.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 27—(INS)

The Ferguson Senate investi­ 
gating committee reported that it 
could find no way to get the army 
to restore the life sentence which 
a review board cut to four years, 
and suggested that. the German 
civilian courts take over the Job. 
In a report on its probe of the 
leniency granted the widow of a 
one-time commander of the dread 
Buchenwald prison, the Ferguson 
committee pointed out that Frau 
Koch was tried only for mistreat­ 
ing “non-Germans." 
The report declared that Ger­ 
man courts now could prosecute 
her for crimes against Germans 
without running afoul of the “dou­ 
ble jeopardy” bar. 
The Senate group headed by 
Sen. Ferguson (R) Mich., labeled 
the easing of her penalty to four 
years as “not justified,” but found 
that the army holds that It is pow­ 
erless to overrule its review board. 
So the committee suggested: 
“The German courts might well 
try Ilse Koch under their law for 
crimes committed against Ger­ 
mans."

“BALANCED MEALS” 
Scientific cooks or dietitians tell 
ua that meals should be balanced. 
They mean that each meal should 
have proper amounts of protein, 
carbohvdrate, fat. vttamines and 
minerals. Carbohydrate is a pretty 
big word but it means starch or 
sugar. 
Protein is the most important of 
the list. 
Each meal should have 
some animal protein and some 
vegetable protein. 
Animal protein is supplied by 
milk, meat and eggs. 
Vegetable protein works much 
better if it is combined with animal 
protein. 
Experts tell us that the 
two kinds of protein should be In 
the same meal. It is better to eat 
macaroni and cheese together than 
to eat the macaroni for dinner and 
the cheese for supper. Meat and 
potatoes, pork and beans, cakes 
and sausage, stuffed turkey, cheese 
sandwich, oyster stew with crack­ 
ers, spaghetti and meat balls, mince 
pte, angel food cake, coffee with 
cream and sugar, and ice cream 
are a few of the many combina­ 
tions.

wildlife service reports. 
The federal agency already has 
made one experiment using an Air 
Force jet fighter plane and pro­ 
nounced it ”100 per cent success­ 
ful.” 
A jet plane travels so fast its 
engine noise trails the aircraft and 
hence does not frighten ducks. The 
speed of a jet plane enables an ac­ 
curate survey of large areas In a 
matter of minutes.

"Shooting 
Star ’ made two runs over the 
grasslands section of the San Joa­ 
quin Valley. The fliers charted a 
22-mile strip of marsh in three 
minutes and three seconds., 
Flying at more than 400 miles 
an hour, the jet whizzed low over 
the marshland at an altitude of 
300 feet. The plane was equipped 
with a Sonne S-7 camera, a device 
which takes a ribbon picture 9Vi 
inches wide, showing detail never 
obtained in high-altitude aerial 
photographs.

from their feeding grounds and 
present methods of census-taking 
do not include an aerial camera.

Mundt (R) S. D.. revealed 
today that House spy probers will 
urge strongly that the Soviet es­ 
pionage investigation be resumed 
in the new Congress convening 
January 3. 
The acting chairman of the 
H o u s e Un-American Activities 
committee said there were manv 
questions that have been left un­ 
answered by the current probe. 
He said the Democrats will 'be 
urged to push the inquiry when 
they take over the committee. 
Dugfan Furnished Names 
Mundt's disclosure came as At­ 
torney General Clark revealed that 
Laurence Duggan furnished the 
Justice department with the names 
of several persons who had ap­ 
proached him 10 years ago on 
be half of a Communist spy ring. 
Duggan, a former State depart­ 
ment aide, leaped or fell to his 
death from his New York office a 
week ago. Clark said the Justice 
department Issued a special state­ 
ment giving him a clear bill of 
health after his death “because we 
felt it was due the man’s family." 
Clark explained that the per­ 
sons named by Duggan already had 
been heard by the New York 
federal grand jury and that he 
was under the impression they 
had testified before the House 
group. 
The attorney general said none 
of them was working for the gov­ 
ernment at the time and added 
that they are not now federally 
employed. He explained that they 
since had renounced communism. 
Duggan was in charge of the 
American Republics division in the 
State department at the time that 
secret documents allegedly were 
purloined and given to Whittaker 
Chambers, confessed ex-Commu­ 
ni st courier. 
May Have Testified 
Mundt said he could not say 
whether • the persons referred to 
by Clark had testified before his 
unit unless he had their names. 
Mundt meanwhile said there 
were many “loose ends” of the 
committee’s probe that still should 
be pursued. For one thing, he 
pointed out, it has never byen de­ 
termined who was the “courier” 
who carried information to thy 
Communists between 1938 and 
1941. 
Miss Elizabeth T. Bentley, who 
touched off the spy investigation 
last July 31, told the committee 
that her activities as a spy "cour­ 
ier’* began in 1941, three year* 
after Whittaker Chambers termin­ 
ated his “courier” job for the 
Communists. 
It was important, Mundt empha­ 
sized, to determine what went on 
in the three crucial years before 
American entry into the war. 
The congressman expressed the 
belief also that there were addi­ 
tional persons in the government 
implicated with the Communists 
other than those mentioned by 
Chambers and Bentley.

Delay Attempts 
Te Rescne Fliers 


(Iitm iU titJ N m I—f lu ) 
Fierce Arctic galea that have 
wrecked all other rescue attempts 
forced cancellation today of an­ 
other effort to snatch 13 marooned 
American airmen from their peril­ 
ous perch on a Greenland ice cap. 
Each passing hour indicated that 
tile fate of the Isolated flyer*— 
some of whom have been ma­ 
rooned in the bitter Arctic cold for 
more than two weeks—may rest 
with the aircraft carrier Saipan. 
The Saipan now is ploughing 
through heavy seas of the North 
Atlantic in a race to reach a point 
from which it can launch helicop­ 
ters with a reasonable chance of 
reaching the downed flyers, and 
evacuating them. 
The latest rescue try today was 
made by a C-82 “flying box car ’ 
towing a glider from Goose Bay, 
Labrador, to Greenland. Bad wea­ 
ther forced the C-82 crew to give 
up the flight and return to Goose 
Bay. 
A possibility existed that still 
another rescue flight might be 
made during the day from bases 
in Greenland itself. 
Weather con­ 
ditions were so poor, however, that 
the project was termed “chancy".

need cause no alarm, since It is 
merely nature’s way of pruning 
these trees. 
The amount of browning may 
vary considerably. It is a natural 
shedding of the older leaves or 
branches, a condition comparable 
to the dropping of leaves of de­ 
ciduous plants. 
Browning has been observed 
generally on arborvitae and cypress 
trees, and on some pines. Exten­ 
sive periods of hot. dry weather 
may contribute to the loss of the 
evergreen needles. 
These orna­ 
mentals require several good soak­ 
ing» of water prior to heavy freezes.

LAVING FLOCKS NEEDS 
PROPER VENTILATION 
Whether poultrymen use the 
open front system or restricted ven­ 
tilation in their laying houses, the 
important point is to provide the 
laying flock with the right amount 
of fresh air. 
Uninsulated houses often use the 
open 
front system, 
where the 
warmer, insulated buildings more 
often have restricted ventilation. 
In uninsulated buildings where no 
auxiliary heat is provided, slot 
ventilators and windows provide 
ventilation, but in bad weather 
windows and sliding curtain frames 
have to be closed, but only tem­ 
porarily. 
Moisture given off by 
the birds must be eliminated or 
wet litter results. 
Air must carry out the moisture, 
and warm air can do that better 
than cold air. 
Hence, in uninsu­ 
lated houses there must be a great­ 
er flow of air—more ventilation to 
carry off the moisture. 
If litter 
stays dry, the ventilation generally 
is satisfactory, but if it gets soggy 
the ventilation system may need to 
be adjusted. 


BONING MEAT WILL SAVE 
LOCKER SPACE 
Meat takes only a little more 
than half as much space if boned, 
factor worth considering where 
it is to be held in lockers or home 
freezer units. Soup stock can be 
made from the bones and canned. 
Cut the meat into pieces of de­ 
sired size, and wrap them with 
waterproof, 
heavy 
kraft 
paper, 
waxed on one side. 
Freezer burn 
can be avoided if each piece is 
amply wrapped.

COLUMBUS, O.—(INS)—Medi­ 
cal science's newest weapon for 
fighting cancer is cobalt, termed 
the “poor man's radium’’ bscause 
of its avilability. 
The use of cobalt In cancer treat­ 
ment recently was revealed by the

State 
university 
medical 
school. Cobalt, it was stressed, is 
not a cure but is a more versatile 
and cheaper substitute for radium. 
Six patients treated with the 
metal cobalt—made radioactive at 
the Oak Ridge atomic ovens—have 
shown good results, the school re­ 
ported. 
Announced Last April 
Discovery of the radioactive go- 
balt method was announced last 
April by Dr. William G. Meyer 
after he had conducted a series of 
experiments on rabbits and mice. 
Dr. Meyer first thought of con­ 
ducting cobalt experiments when 
He was observing the Bikini experi­ 
ments with the atom bomb. 
He pointed out that cobalt is in­ 
expensive and plentiful and that 
It will not “leak’’ as radium has 
been known to do.
